With the four candidates in the field we 
gave Boynton, 156; Bacon, 141)4; McDaniel, 
a2 %: Cook, 20. 

Our estimate of Bacon's vote was within 3'4 
of his actual vote on the first ballot, 145, he 
dropped under 140 at one time. 

Our estimate of Boynton’s vote was 15% 
less than he received. Of this loss 6 vofés are 
chargeable to the fact that they were thrown 
on outsiders, McIntyre receiving 4 and Smith 
2. This leaves a difference of 9 votes be- 
tween our estimate and the actual vote, ac. 
counted for as follows: In Meriwether 3 votes 
were given to McDaniel and Bacon but final- 
ly come to Boynton, 1 vote was lost in Lump- 
kin but is now for Boynton straight, 2 from 


Pierce, the Boynton’ delegate failing 
to come, 1 from Harris, 1 from 
Heard and 3 from. “JekKalb. The 
positive, actual strength of Boynton and 


Bacon,in the convention, with Cook and Mc 
Daniel only in the race,is about 145 votes each 

The McDaniel vote was 35% or 3 more than 
we gave him—while the Cook vote started at 
14 but soon rose to 21%, which was % vote 
above our estimate. 

The estimate of the vote by the Macon Tele 
graph and Messenger was 100 for Boynton or 
43 less than he received. It gave him as sec- 
ond choice only 22—which made his total vote 
only 122, or 25 votes less than he received as 
first choice alone. 

The result of the balloting to-day cannot 
be foretold. Relieved of the skirmishing votes 
—the complimentary trading here and there— 
there is little or no difference between the 
strength of the two highest candidates. The 
other candidates are gaining slowly on their 
first votes, and seem to be cheerful and de- 
termined. It is contended that the various 
forces willremain virtually as they were on 
yesterday. ‘The balloting must settle this, 

The Work of the Day. 

Late into Monday night were protracted the cau. 
cuses and the consultations of the friends of all the 
candidates and the gentlemen who Were managing 
the interests of a dozen or so dark horses who were 
banking heavily on a deadlock, and the occurrence 
of the unexpected. In spite of the late watches of 
the previous night, the politiclaas were astir early 

The skirmish lines of the two promi- 
nent leaders were fixed with considerable skill. 
They watched each other witha keen and anxious 
gaze and managed to keep minutely informed of 
each other’s movements. The Boynton men had 
no formalcaucus. They had cut out their work 
pretty fully the night before and were relying con- 
fidently on the programme then fixed. 

flue Bacon men left :some arrangements to be 
made vesterday morning and at tes o'clock held a 
caucus in Concordia hall. They seemed fully as 
confidentas they had been Monday night. .In 
equal spirit both sides entered the fiela, neither 
conc ding to the other the least advantage and both 
counting on sure success. 

Tbe public interest in the result was demonstrat- 
edin every possible manner. The hotel lobbies 
were densely crowded, and around each caucus 
gathered the curious to catch every straw that 
might show which way the ‘political winds were 
shifting. By eleven o’clock the galleries of the hal, 
of the bouse were already filled and the delegates 
had taken nearly every chair on the 
floor. Before twelve the hall was densely 
packed, and while many spectators could not gain 
admission to the galleries there were scores of del- 
gates who could not obtain seats on the floor. Ex- 
actiy at 12 o'clock Captain Harry Jackson, of Ful- 
tou, chairman of the executive committee, took 
the chair and called the convention to order. He 
aid:

Gentleme the Convention: I thank you cor- 
tially for th tinguished honor which you have 
conferred. @ are assembled while the shadow of 


& great sorrow is resting upon our state, Itis in that 
regard an abnormal congregation, for we are not 
convened ata regular epoch. Our late governor, 
Hon. Alexander H, Stephens, in the discharge of 
his duties—the hizhest duties enjoined by this com- 
monwealth—has been in a moment called from the 
field of honorable Jabor to regions of beatific re- 
pose. This fact, gentlemen, should cause us to pro- 
ceed with our deliberations calmiy,and to do what- 
ever we may here perform with an eye single to the 
best interests and the glory of this state. We come 
with our preferences - and it isa noble thing in this 
world to further the interests of friends—but, gen- 
tlemen, above and beyond the advancement of 
friends lies the perpetuation of the unity, the wel- 
fare and the integrity of this 
grand democratic party, (Applause.) A_ party 
es whose prosperity and solidity pcm home 
rule and all that we hold dear. We will remember 
in our deliberations that we are on the eve of the 
struggle of 1884. which will demand the entire dem- 
ocratic strength of thiscountry. On that occasion 
there should be no dissension, no disunion in our 
ranks, so that Georgia, when she moves forward 
with her sister states, shall present a front strong 
and unoroken. These are the suggestions—and I 
need not trespass further on your a‘tention—Wwhich 
press on my mind at this moment. We have all 
come up to do what we consider for the best inter- 
ests of our state, and I say it forone—and in saying 
itl feel convinced that I speak the sentiments of 
all—that we willin everything act with mutual! for- 
bearance and do nothing which may tend to the 
distraction of democratic unity, bring a shadow of 
regret, or impair the peace and honor of this com- 
mouwealth, whose prosperity is as dear to us all as 
are the ruddy drops which vitalize our hearts. The 
nomination of secretaries is now in order. 

General P. M. B. Young, of Bartow, moved that a 
committee of nine be appointed on permanent or- 
ganization and on resolutions. Agreed to. 

Mr. Westmoreland, of Fulton, moved that a com- 
mittee of nine be appointed on credentials. 

Mr. Harris, of Worth, said that there was no need 
of any committee on credentials, as there was no 
report of any contest from any county. 

General Young hoped that there would be a com- 
mittee on credentials, as the convention might be 
involved in a difficulty from which such a commit- 
tee could easily extricate it. After further sugges- 
‘tions from Messrs. Revill, of Meriwether, Jordon of 
Hancock, and Jackson of Fulton, the convention 
ordered a call of. the roll of counties for the perfect- 
ing ofa roll of the delegates who were present.

PROCEEDING WITH BUSINESS. 

On motion of Mr. Harris, of Worth, persons not 
members of the convention or representatives of the 
press were requested to vacate seats they held on 
the floor. The call of the roll then proceeded. 
When Decatur county was called a contest was re- 
ported and the case was reseryed for the committee 


of nine. 

The following committee on permanent organi- 
zation was appointed: 

Chairman, P. M. B. Young, of the seventh dis- 
trict; Mr. Hammond, of the first; H. W. Hop- 
kins, of the second; W. H. Wiliis, of the thira; 
W. F. Reville, of the fourth; E. W,; Beck, of the 
fifth; L. F. Livingstone, of the sixth; J. H. Polhill, 
of tue eighth; C. L. Talmage, of the ninth. 

The following committee on credentials Was ap- 
pointed: 

T. P. Westmoreland, chairman; J. P. Thomas, P. 
Hollis, 8. W. Sleetun, W. Haralson, C. Dunlap, Lee 
Mandeville, A. P. Perham, J. McBride, Samuel 
Daniel. 

General Young said he had understood that the 
friends of Colonel Bacon were dissatisfied with 
the constitution of the committee on credentials. 
He believed that the Boynton men had a majority 
of the convention, but he hoped the chair would 
allow the Bacon men to name four of the nine. 

Several Bacon delegates—‘‘No, We don’t care,’’ 

While the committees were out Mr. Glenn, of Whit- 


field, moved that the convention adjourn to 2}s 


o’cloek. Mr. McKibben, of Butts, objected, and 
urged an immediate proceeding to business. The 
motion to adjourn was lost. A committee of three, 
consisting of Messrs. McKibben, Glenn and Shan- 
non, was appointed to inquire when the 
committee on credentials would be ready 
to report. Very soon the committee returned, ana 
General Young, the chairman, submitted the fol- 
lowing report, which was unanimously adopted: 

I am. directed by the committee on permanent 
organization and resolutions, in behalf of the har- 


mony of the great democratic party of 
the state of Georgia, to recommend first 
that the Hon. Charles ‘I’.

We heard statements on both sides of 
the question, and the substance of what took place 
in the county convention is about this: Decatur 
county, through its proper authorities, called a 
convention to send delegates to Atlanta to nominate 
agovernor.

Afternoon Session. 

The few minutes between the sessions were not 
wasted. Every point of the line was carefully 
scauned by the leaders and their lieutenants. 
When the convention reassembled there was a cool 
determination visiple all around the densely crowd- 
ed delegations.

Mr. President: I have the honor of presen!ing to 
this convention a gentleman whose name has 
already been widely and honorably associated with 
the exalted office of governor of Georgia.

Several times during the first and every other bal- 
lot there were interruptions of the call «by 
enthusiastic advocates of both Boynton and Bacon, 
who gave vent to their feelingsin various methods 
ofapplause. Both sides called for a second ballot 
and it showed little change. Charlton gave both

From the Sumter, Ga., Republican. 

We have a sample of oats on our table 
from the plantation of Mr. A. H. Simmons, 
of Dooly, that are ahead of anything we have 
heard of. ‘The sample is over two feet long, 
and isfroma fifty acre patch. They were 
planted on the 10th of January and will be 
ready for the reaper on the 25th of April. 
The oats are of the Jery Hollis variety, 
From the Albany News. 

Messrs. J. W. Forrester, A. B. Duncan and 
J. M. Fleetwood exhibited a bunch of oats in 
the News and Advertiser oflice yesterday 
that were the finest we have seen so far this 
season. They were taken from an acre patch 
on Mr, J. R. Forrester’s place and were about 
three feet high,-and were ‘“‘headiag out.” 
They were from the seed of what is known in 
Lee county as the McCuliough oat, a variety 
of seed brought to Lee county by a Mr. Mc- 
Cullough from Alabama several years ago. 
This variety of oats matures from a month to 
six weeksearlier than any other that has ever 
been tried in this section, and is fast coming 
into popular favor with farmers. They ma- 
ture very rapidly after the warm weather sets 
in. If planted in February, for instance, 
they will be ready to harvest by the middle 
of May. Mr. Forrester’s oats will be ready 
to cut much earlier than that this year, but 
they were planted in December. 

From the Cuthbert Appeal. 

We took a stroll through the county Mon- 
day, and were surprised to find the farmers 
as well up with their work, From the quan- 
tity of fencing that has been repaired this 
season it is manifestly evident that the “‘no 
fence law’’ will bea thing of the distant fu- 
ture in this county. The oat crops were 
looking green and thrifty, and the area 


of land appropriated to this profitable 
crop is encouraging. As far as 
our observation went on this 


line, we will have to award the prize to Dr.

The 
doctor bad a field that had headed out about 
six or eight inches high, and upon inquiry, 
we found them to be the Hawkinsville oat.

Axsourt $1,000 a minute flows into the gov 
ernment’s strong box, and a great sum has 
been accumulated in itin one way and an- 
other.

MURE CORN NEEDED. 

{t is not too late to warn the farmers of 
North Georgia, at least, against the risk they 
will incur if their acreage in cotton is in- 
creased, with an accompanying decrease in 
their corn acreage. The reports from all other 
parts of the south indicate that more acres 
are this year being put in cotton and fewer 
acres in corn. The saie of fertilizers will be 
twenty per cent greater than last year. This 
means more cotton. It means a crop of 
over seven million bales if the season is an 
average one. Now what farmer in Upper 
Georgia can aflord to contribute to such a 
crop, the market being well supplied to begin 
with, when he can raise corn and other food 
crops, for every surplus bushel of which he 
can get good prices’ If there was nota sin- 
gle acre devoted to cotton in Upper Georgia 
this year, we would all be much happier and 
more prosperous at the end of the vear. Itis 
not too late to change a great deal of the pro- 
posed cotton acreage in this part of the state. 
We do not ask any of our farmers to raise corn 
for export, but we do most earnestly entreat 
them to make all the corn they can for 
consumption in Georgia. The state will not 
make its own corn this year, and the price of 
cotton will undoubtedly be low next fall if 
the season is good. Seven million bales will 
overstock the world, when added to the pro- 
ducts of Egypt, India and other countries. 
There is no danger of an overplus of food in 
Georgia thisyear. Upper Georgia can market 
every surplus bushel of corn next winter at 
good prices, but in all probability it wil) not 


be able to sell its cotton at good 
prices. We hope that no farmer in north 
Georgia is foolish enough to 


attempt this year to buy his supplies by rais- 
ing cotton to be marketed asa part of a seven- 
million-bale crop. We assume that there are 
no such farmers in this section of the state. 
We do not refer to such farmers in this arti- 
cle. Weare simply appesling to our farmers 
_to make corn their surplus crop instead of 
cotton—because all the rest of the south is 
wpparenti determined to make an unpre- 
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not carry over a surplus of food; the supply 
of food rarely exceeds the demand, and the 
Georgia farmer who raises all corn this year 
will be the man of his neighborhood who will 
enjoy to the fullest the Christmas holidays. 


NATIONAL AID TO EDUCATION. 

Atthe recent educational convention at 
Frankfort, Kentucky, Congressman Willis 
said that while Kentucky has the pecuniary 
ability to help itself, nevertheless, he was in 
favor of government aid for the common 
schools of that state because other states south 
of Ohio need it, Commenting upon this, the 
Courier-Journal says: ‘fhe truth is, there is 
not asingle soutnern* state which cannot 
help itself (Texas has $2,500,000 of school 
money) and build up a school system, if the 
people properly appreciated the vital impor- 
tance of widespread public education. We 
do not need funds from the public treasury 
at Washington to build school houses in Ken- 
tucky, as Mr. Willis says, and that really 
ought to end the matter. The conven- 
tion resolved that Kentucky is fully able 


to provide the money, and sit 
also resolved that an appropriation 
from the tederal treasury is  de- 


sirable. The position is a little mixed, but 
we infer that the convention approves a fed- 
donation to the states according to 

We believe it would be better to 
raise all the money needed in the state, for 
the aim of Logan, Blair and the new educa- 
tional organ at Washington is to secure the 
ultimate control of the common school sys- 
tem by the federal government. However, 
as long as the convention declares for subsi- 
dies, we believe the best course to take is not 
to advocate the Blair and Logan plan, which 
is only borrowed from that proposed in the 
federal senate by Mr. Dickerson, in May, 
1826, but to urge the passage of the bill ap- 
propriating the net proceeds of the sales of 
public lands to educational purposes in the 
states, the fund to be distributed according to 
illiteracy.” 

W hat is true of Kentucky is no legs true of 
Georgia. That is to say, Georgiais amply 
able to quadruple the fund which is now 
devoted to the support of our school system ; 
but at the same time, Georgia, as 
well as Kentucky, is entitled to all the ad- 
vantages in this direction that other states 
have derived from their connection with the 
government. Many of the states have re- 
ceived large slices of government aid, and it 
isno more than right that all the states 
should be placed upon an equality in this 


eral 
illiteracy. 


particular, 

Moreover, the great bulk of the iliiteracy 
at the south is the result of exceptional cir- 
cumstances, and it is no more than right that 
those who are responsible for the fact that it 
has become a dangerous element in politics 
should share in the burden of its removal. 
The aim of such men as Logan and Blair is 
a matter of very little importanee. Their in- 
tentions do not travel with the public senti- 
mentof the country, which js in earnest in 
its purpose to wipe out the blot of illiteracy. 
There are methods of distributing the pro- 
ceeds of government aid that donot run 
counter to the views of those who see cen- 
tralization behind every bush. 


IMMIGRATION, 

Some of our southern exchanges have re- 
vived the discussion of immigration to the 
south. The subject is a familiar one, and all 
that can be said about it was said long ago. 
Most of the conclusions arrived at by those 
who pretend to study the question are the 
result of a superficial acquaintance with the 
situation in its relations to those who ought 
to, but who do not, come to our genial clime. 
One says immigrants do not come because 
northern slanderers have succeeded in crea- 
ting a false impression among foreigners; 
another says they do not come because the 
land is poor; another, that they do not come 
because wages are low; and still another, be- 
cause foreigners seek a climate as nearly as 
possible like thatin which they have been 
bred. 

But we have gota better reason than all 
these. Foreign immigrants do not come to 
the south simply because they do not want 
to. There is very little inducement in this 
section for mere laborers,and those that come 
generally become disgusted with the methods 
er1nployed. The sort of immigration that the 
south needs is coming rapidly enough, and it 
is making itself felt. Itis composed of men 
with capital enough to set up small indus- 
tries or make investments in mining lands or 
real estateof some character. Should there 
chance tocome here an influx of laborers 
such as frequently .pour into the west, the 
result would be pitiful indeed. There is little 
that they eoulddo, and nothing that our 
people would want them to do. On the whole, 
everything is working out right in the south,

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“THE CEREAL CROP. 


REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURGB, 


The Crop Much Better Than Appears on the Surface 
~A Large Yield Probsbie—The Condition of 
the Growirg Grain Given Acoording to 
Latitude—The Gulf States, Bic. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The depar ment of egri- 
culture reports the condition of the winter grain 
crop on the first of Ap:il, overits entire breadth: 
In Michigan and other northern territory wheat 
was still covered with snow. In the Ohio valley 
winter protection had been paftial fora term Jo- 
cally varying from three to ten weeks, after which 
the loss from freezing was quite general. The ay- 
erage depreciation is greaterin the upper part of 
the Ohio valley and in Kansas than elsewhere 
east of the Alleghanies. The condition is good in 
the northern belt, declining slight'y in the lower 
latitudes. Itis not up to the average in part of the 
south. The average for the crop is 80. Last April 
it was 104; in 1881, 85. The most observing report- 


found them healthy where the plants 
are brown, There is good reason 
for believing that the real condition of wheat is 
therefore less unpromising than it seems. The 
averages of the condition of the states of large pro* 
duction are: New York, 101; Pennsylvania, 95; 
Ohio, 70; Kentucky, 80; Indiana, 75: Michigan, 93; 
Illinois, 80, Missouri, 83; Kansas, 70; California, 
62. The acreage ef winter wheat varies little from 
last year’s breadths. The returns indicate an in- 
crease of 1 percent. Illinois returns 2 per cent in- 
crease. Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and Missouri 1 per 
cent decrease. California, 10 per centincrease. A 
slight decrease appears in the gulf states. The 
acreage of winter rye is 99 perf cent of last year’s 
breadth. The average condition is M4.

MRS. COTZHAUSEN’S SHAWL. 


A Five Dollar Case Which Found its Way Up Inte the 
Unlted States Supreme Court. 

WASHINGTON, Aprill10.—A decision was rendeted 
in the supreme court in an interesting customs 
case, involving less than $5, brought here on a writ 
of error from the circuit court for the eastern dis- 
trict of Wisconsin. -This case, which is entitled 
Magdaline Von Cotzhausen against John Nazro, 
collector, and Henry C. Payne, postmaster, arose 
out ofthe facts below stated: In May, 1577, Mrs. 
Von Cotzhausen received by mail through the Mil- 
waukee postofiice a sealed envelope containing a 
small knit shawl or scarf sent her by her sister-in- 
lawin Germany as a token of affection, This 
envelope was duly registered and bore an indorse- 
ment stating the nature of the contents. Thecollec- 
tor of customs was notified by the postmaster of the 
receipt of the envelope, and it was delivered to 
Mrs, V——and opened by her in the collector's 
presence. No atiempt was made to evade payment 
of the pages duty or toconceal the nature of the 
contents of theenvelope. Mrs. V——.was willing to 
pay duty, butthe coltettor promptly seized the 
shaw! aud confiscated it assmuggled goods. Hein- 
formed Mrs, VonCotzhausen that she could petition 
the secretary of the treasury for leave to pay duty 
and take the shawl, and that the extreme penalty 
of the law would prebably be remitted. The seiz- 
ure, however, had given rise to bad feeling on the 
partof Mrs. V., and acting under the advice of coun- 
se] she declined to take the course suggested and 
brought snii against the postmaster and collector 
for unlawful conversion of property. The jury re- 
turned a special verdict in the nature of finding of 
facts substantially as above stated and judgment 
was entered for defendants upon the ground that 
they had acted strictly within the line of their 
official duty. Thecircuit judge said, however, in 
concluding his opinion thatit did not seem quite 
consonant with justice and rignut in such a case as 
this that the property should be virtually con- 
tiscated, where there was evidently no intent to 
avoid the payment of duties, ‘1 don’tsee,however,’’ 
he said, **but that we are bound down by the sirict 
letter of the law, which must necessarily operate 
with severity upon some cases where we could wish 
itdid not if we were permitted to indulge in any 
wish upon the subject.”” An appeal was taken to 
this court, and Justice Miller rendered the court's 
decision as follows: ‘‘Itis a violation of the law to 
introduce dutiable articles at allin this manner by 
mail, and the ar.icles so introduced are liable to 
seizure for such violation. We think that in making 
the seizure the defendants only did their duty, and 
whatever the hardship to the piaintiff, they are not 
liable.’’

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BLACKMAILING MARY ANDERSON. 


The Story of the Wicked Attempt te Exctert Money 
from Her. 

PittsnurGuH, April 10.—About the 15th of February 
last a letter was received by Chief of Police Heisel, 
of this city, dated at the Brunswick hotel, Boston, 
written by Dr. Hamilton Griffin, stepfather of Migs 
Mary Anderson, the actress. The envelope con- 
tained besides Dr. Griffin's eommunication two 
other letters and a tinutype picture about an inch 
square. Dr. Griffin said in his letter that he had 
received the other two, with the picture, and asked 
that an investigation be made into what he said 
was a case of attempted blackmail. With these 
facts in his possession a Dispatch reporter inter- 
viewed the chief of police yesterday. 

"I did receive the letters in question,’’ he said, 
“but they are not now in my possession. I have 
handed them over to the postoffice authorities, and 
they are Working ou the case.”’ 

In response to further inquiries Chief Heise! said: 
‘Dr. Hamilton Griffin wrote to me enclosing two 
letters. One of them was printed witha pen; the 
other was a written communication, signed by 
D. G, H. M&rshall, of this city, and stated that the 
printed letter had been received by him, together 
with the picture, from a party or parties unknown. 
The printed letter said that the picture, a scur- 
tilous tintype, which accompanied it, was a picture 
of Mary Anderson; that as she* was going to 
Europe the picture could be reduced in size and 
placed in a watch charm, and unless $10,000 was 
forthcoming thousands of the pictures would be 
sent forth ahead of her. The anonymous letier 
writer offered $1,000 to Dr. Griffin for conducting 
the transaction, all details of which must be ar- 
ranged through Dr. Marshall. In his letter to Dr. 
Griffin Dr. Marshall said that he regretted that he 
was made the medium of the anonymous writer; 
that he had once been a hard drinker, had suffered 
imprisonment, but was now rapidly regaining -his 
lost practice, and with some further information 
closed the letter. . 

“In writing to me,’’ continued Chief Heisel, ‘Dr. 
Griffin asked me to take the matter in hand and 
workitup. -As he made no proposition regarding 
the expense of the affair, and as we have ao fund 
here for such purposes, I wrote him to that effect, 
He replied from the Narragansett hotel, at Provi- 
dence, R.I1., and asked me to give him the name of 
a good attorney here, with whom he could commu- 
nicate on the subject. I replied, and mentioned 
Major Montooth, and soon afterward turned the 
correspondence over to him, as the attorney for Dr. 
Griffin. That was the last I heard of it until the 
letters were returned to me, and I then placed 
them in the hands of Post Office Inspectors Speese 
and Coates, who, I understand, are about to actin 
the matter.’’ 

Major Montooth declined to make a statement, 
claiming that he had acted as the attorney of Dr’ 
Hamilton Grillin, Miss Anderson's stepfather. ‘The 
aifair isout of my handsand | have nothing to do 
with it,’’ he added.

A Maryland Togn Nearly Deatroyed—Cotten Mill«

REMEDIES FOR IRISH DISTRESS, 


Another Irish Scheme Thrown Out of Parliament as 

Belng Impracticable. 
Lonpon, April 10.—John O’Connor Power, mem- 
ber from Mayo, moved a resolutionin the hou-eof 
commons to-night on the subject ef rmecics for 
distress in Ireland. The scheme preposcs en ex- 
pendituie of £500,009 for promoting 
home colonization, The sum is to be advanced by 
the treasury and the charge fur repayment [s to fall 
primarily on the land settled under the scheme, 
and then by way of security on the asse ssible prop- 
erty in Ireland, in such way that the treasury 
shal lose nothing. Provision is also 
made in the _ resolution for optional 
emigration. Mr. Trevelyn, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, said the distress at present existing there was 
nothing like that cf 1847. He declared that Powers’s 
plan was impracticable. Many persons, he said.

day. The auction was started with the bid of a 
stranger, whose name Was never given, at $250,000, 
and the bids went up until over $325,00) were reach- 
ed, when the commissioners of the sale called aside 
the strange bidder and asked his name which he 
refused to give, and evidence of his ability to pay 
the $142,500 to be required in cash, at the close of 
the sale, which he also de- 
clined to show. The sale continuing, 
Lieutenant-Governor Ames, of Massachusetts, bid 
$545,0 0, when the stranger bid $350,000. The 
“auctioneer, by the commissioners’ direciion, de- 
clined to acknowledge his bid, and adjourned the 
sale until the 9th of May. Itis believed that at that 
time the Massachusetts parties, for whom Jieuten- 
ant-Goveroor Amesis acting, will_secure the road. 
This unknown bidder is supposed to have repre- 
sented the syndicate controlled by ex-Senator 
Henry G.*Davis, of West Virginia, and James G. 
Blaine, which has large coal lands easi y reached 
by the new road. When it was extended a few 
years ago they endeavored to purchase the road, 
when itwas secured by Mr. Best for $600,000, and 
now are after itagain.

The Memphis and Selma, 
From the Memphis Avalanche. 

The Memphis, Holly Springs and Selma railroad 
just at present does not scem to be in a very en- 
couraging condition. The president of the road, 
Mr. Fred Wolffe, has failed eutirely to keep the va- 
rious promises he made, and it is now evident that 
he has all along been trying to make a big bluff. 
His financial affairs are notin the most salubrious 
condition, anc-his ability asa railroad man is seri- 
ously questioned. Itis impossible to build a rail- 
road on cheek, and the Avalanche is pretty well 
satisfied that thisis what Mr. Wolffe has been at- 
tempiing to do, 

He was shrewd enough to identify himself with 
several leading men here, but they were shrewd 
enough not to be carried toofar in arailroad venture 
so immaturely headed. Mr. Wolffe has in his utter- 
ances to reporters and in his letters always spoken 
in the most glowing ‘way. The people were anx- 
ious to see the road built, because it would be of 
material advantage to Memphis, and it would cer- 
tainly be a paying institution. 

Thivgs however bave come to such a pass that 
work bas been entirely suspended on the road and 
the contractors have withdrawn their laborers. Yes- 
terday afternoon there was a meeting of various 
creditors and parties in the road at Mr. Graham’s 
office. The object of the meeting was to devise 
some satisfactory adjustment of the difficulties, 
Among those present were the original contractors, 
Me srs. Green Hamilton & Co., Major Busby, the 
vice president of the road, and several others. A 
proposition was made by some of the holders of cer- 
tificates to the meeting to surrender one-half of the 
amount represented by Wolff's certificates given for 
first mortgage bonds of the road. ‘The ma- 
jority of the certificate holders re- 
jected this proposition, and itis considered that a 
settlement isimpossible. The original contract to 
build the road from here to Holly Springs was let 
out to the large contractors, Green, Hamilton & Co., 
for about $250 000. TRe contractors were at first to 
take first mortgage bonds for this amount. Subse- 
quently, however, itis understood, a new contract 
was made forcash. On thisabout $80,000 was paid. 
Nearly $200,000 is due the contractors, of which $65,- 
000 is for rails, the balance for grading, and bridg- 
ingandso forth. The friends of the road are still 
hopeful that something may be done to give it a 
startagain. All the above facts, it is understoo4, 
were canvassed at the secret meeting of the credi- 
tors yesterday. The meeting was also notified of 
Mr. Wolff,s willingness to resign as president in or- 
der that another organization might be effected. 
There will be another meeting to morrow, but it is 
hardly probable that anything will be done. The 
only hope at present for the roadis to sell it out 
and begin again.

SYSTEMS OF TEACHING. 


Miss Kowen’s Criticlama Keviewed by a Teacher—A 
Plea for the Old Sy stem. 

The discussion of ed ucationel topics cannot wield 
other than an influence for good. It draws atten- 
tion to a subject which is vital toevery parent, and 
in its investigation much general information must 
be gained which will be of advantage to both teach- 
erand pupil. Therecent letter of Miss Bowen has 
been widely read and commented on, both favora- 
bly and unfavorably. The following from Mr. J. 
C. Harris, of Cedartown, is pertinent to this issue: 

CEDARTOWN, April 10.—Attacks on the current 
systems of teaching in your late editorials on poly- 
technic or industrial schools, and the more recent 
interview with Miss Bowen in your columns, have 
provoked much discussion among teachers, ana the 
fear is expressed that serious harm may result there- 
from. I desire, from a teacher’s standpoint, to lay 
before your readers some general principles of 
teaching, with some practical advaitages resulting 
from a Classical course, Latin, especially. My ar- 
gument will be for the ‘persistence of the idea,”’ 
the thing that ‘‘is,’’ as against the Arcadian some- 
thing that ‘‘might be.’’ I desire to insist that true 
progress here as usually consists, not in destroying 
existing systems and institutions wantonly, but in 
iugrafting with scrupulous care the new into the 
old: pot in tearing down, but in adding to. 

In working out the material, socialand political 
history of Georgia for the past decade, the influence 
and predictions of THE CONSTITUTION have nearly 
approached the oracular, and] urge it upen you, 
Messrs. Editors, as a consequent duty, to allow this 
question a full and impartial investigation before 
moulding public sentiment to an infraction of 
existing usages. Innovation is not progress. Change 
is notan Aladdin’s lamp. t page ze 
Nor are these skeptical inquiries into the utility 
of classical training, etc., mere abstract questions, 
whose discussion should be confined to the meta- 
~hysician, the specialist or the monthly reviews, 
but they have a perennia: interest for all parents, 
and daily is the question put, often ignorantuy, 
always houesily, “Why shou!d so much time be 
spenton Latin?’ On this continent we are, it is 
thought, in the morning twilight of the grandest 
educutional awakening hiswry ever saw, and our 
‘great dailies’ can have no higher mission than to 
arouse the masses to inteliigent action in ail educa- 
tional questions. 

THE TEACHER 8 BUSINESS, 
The teacher's business is the culture of the whole 
mau;,to determine the cast of a man’s life and his in- 
dividuality. all conscience, ethical development,ae- 
yirations, standards of morality. He knows that 
nowledge is not wisdom, that a “walking library 
is not an electric battery of thonght; his eflorts are 
to furnish intelligence to all labor, to render the 
mind the ‘fittest possible instrument for discover 
ing, obeying and applying the laws under which 
God has placed the universe.”’ Sana meus in sano 
corpore is his first principle. 
{ must here insist on the separation of general 
and special education—a distinction made by all 
authority. I would separate the schools which ce-

Let us examine briefly its chief merits, first its 
educative features; then its practical: Every Latin 
sentence presents to the students mind a puzzle, & 
kernel concealed by ashell, Think if you please 
of the various parts of the mind called into play in 
mastering its difficulties, the judgement and im- 
agivation necessary to select from various mean- 
ings of each word, the one required by the context. 
The amount of human nature unfolded. The con- 
tinual contact with high standards of morality 
from the fabulist toSallust. How these diamonds 
of thought flash their light into the very depths of 
the soul, asit dwells minutely on every uiterance 
of those men who planted the seeds of our civiliza- 
tion and furnished us with laws and institutions. 
The mental energy, the reasoning power in the 
close application of idiomatic and syntaxical rules 
for which the purely Saxon grammar of English 
furnishes noaid. The reflex influences of this lan- 
puage structure with the exquisite graces of its use. 

he infinite capacity’in painstaking reqaies and 
which Carlyle calls génius, lcan now only hintata 
few ‘‘practical’’ features: 

The single accomplishment of refined taste and 
cultivated expression which comes so certain! 
from no other source; the strong presumptive evi- 
dence in the fact that no author of repute, from the 
‘‘venerable Bede’’ to our A. H. Stephens, has been 
withouta profound knowledge of Latin. The many 
werds and sentences whose beauties and shades of 
meaning are hidden to the uninitiated, for, says 
Max Muller, the “preponderance of our words are 
traceable toa hatin source.”’ The fact that every 
language ef southern continental Europe is born of 
the Latin, which renders the knowledge of them an 
easy effort. 

Are all these things to go for nought, and are we 


acteristic steady lickson the*minutes. Ollie Fuller surprised that no authority whatever on education 


even suggests the advisability of extending the 
Latin course? If Latin fits the mind for grappling 
with life’s duties, is it not the part of wisdom to 
study it? 

POLYTECHNIC EDUCATION, 

Those schools, polytechnic or industrial, devoted 
to instruction in the practical arts, in the applica- 
tion of science to different industries, the liberal 
professions and the fine arts, follow and are fostered 
by the general training alluded to above. In Ger- 
many, France and England these facilities are 
found at the universities or specia! seminaries, and 
in no countrycan they ever interfere with the cur- 
riculum of schoois. 

In their proper sphere too high an estimate can not 
be placed on polytechnic schools, and my profession 
and the south are indebted to THE CONSTITUTION lor 
its vigorous efforts to supply this long-felt need; but 
to do this it is unnecessary to amend in the least the 
present course of secondary instruction. The pro- 
fession, from the humble village ‘‘master’’ to Dr. 
Thomas Arnold, have ever been a unit on this ques- 
tion, and pardon me in suggesting that genuine im- 
provemeut in any art orscience can come from those 
alone who are in practical and ecmplete possession 
of the old system.
